The country just now is seem- 
ingly paying the penalty of the warm sun- 
shine and balmy days which shone upon us 
through December and January. On every 
hand we hear of the tremendous storms 


- which have visited the land during the past 


few weeks. In the far East, among the tim- 
vers of Maine, and throughout New England 
und the Middle States, unusual storms have 
prevailed. In New York City the Gothamites 
woke up one morning to find themselves 
almost snowed in. Traffic in the streets was 
awhile suspended, and everybody went to 
work with a will-~and a shovel: The rafl- 
road men pitched the snow right and left, 
and the householder cleared the sidewalk, so 
that when the street cars finally moved they 
traveled through great snow banks on either 
side, obscured from the view of sidewalk 
p-destriaus. Such a sight.was never before 
scen in that saintly city. 

At last accounts, the cars on the Pacific 
Railway were snowed in somewhere between 
Omaha and Kearny, and the mails detained. 
On the West the trouble is even greater, and 
the storms more severe. No coaches, sleds, 
or mails have been able to pass the Sierra 
Nevadas by any of the routes of travel for 
upwards of two weeks. Passengers by Wells, 
Fargo & Co.'s stages, westward bound, are 
piling up at Viryinia and Carson cities, hope- 
fal, yet dubious, as to their further progress 
for a time. Where the eastward bound 
voyugeurs are, we cannot say; whether at. 
Sacramento, Alta, Cisco, Placerville, or 
dumped cosily in a snow bank. Deep snows 
obetrnet every uvenue throngh the Sierras, 
and there is said to be a combination of land 
sides, snow slides, washing away, ete., un- 
purallelod in the history of stage coach navi- 

gation. At Meadow Lake Valley the snow is 
aid to be twenty-tico feet deep tevel, and 
where it has drifted, the imagination is left 

to conjecture the depth. If the fo.ks there 
have four story houses, the view from the 
first-story from the reof must be enchanting 
and ealilarating; if they dwell in one story 
huts, we suspect snow shoes are in demand.

ly has not before been known by the oldest 

inhabitant. The railroad and stage men, we 
learn, are making givantic efforts to clear the

Simply la 
this, and light your fire as usua Zz t 
will soon burn up, but you must keep 
pretty open the lowest bar, su as to sé- 
cure a slight draught. When the fire 
has begun to burn poke it gently from 
beneath and the flame will gradnally 
get through the entire mass of coals,: 
the iron plate beneath gets red hot, 
and so keep up a constant combustion, 
at the same time dispersing the heat 
through the room, instead of its being 
sent up the chimney, thus entirely con- 
suming the coal, instead of filling the 
hearth with ashes.” 

Dr. Warren continues: 

‘In my own house I tried the experi- 
ment for a week in the breakfast-room, | 
then in the dining-room, then in- the 
kitchen, with uniform and complete suc- 
-eess; and then I had the sheet-iron 
plate put into every fireplace—and 
there are many throughout the house 
with equal success.
